SOIL.

The conquest of the 
Lime Kiln Crossing, some 14 miles 
below Detroit, and the most trouble- 


holiest work in this world is!some spot on the inland seas, has 


buying happiness for others with our 
own toil and pain. 


Too many are trying to give this 


world a holy tone iby drowning Its 
wails with hymn tunes. 


Many a man ihinks he is working 


hard when he is only wabbling be- 


kept government engineers busy for 
years, made contractors wealthy and 
annually 
furnished employment for 


hundreds of skilled drill and dredge 
men. 


Were all the collisions, groundings 


and other accidents that have taken 
place in the vicinity of the Lima Kiln 
Crossing to be enumerated the show- 


ui!;i clay, taken from the river bed at 
various points in the 
new channel 


wjjere excavation in the old wav was 
comparatively easy. 
An area * 2,800 


f£ft in length and with an average 
width of 1,600 feet was inclosed by a 
wall some 40 feet through at the base, 
reaching in feet above tbe -surface of 
the river, and at the top being wldB 
enough to permit the laying of a nar- 
row gauge railroad track if desired, 


Two 12-inch centrifugal pumps, each 


wi;h a capacity of 6,000,000 gallons of 
water every 24 hours, 8n4 a battery of 
50 air lifts, with a combined capacity 
of 50.000,000 gallons daily, were start- 
ed. and the flood inside the cofferdam 
began to recede. In spite of the mag- 
nitude of the job, so thorough had 
been the work of building the dam- 
that. no leaks of consequence devel- 
oped, and within 30 days after the 
first water found its way through the 
pumps 130 acres of the river bed was 
exposed so completely that it was pos- 
sible to walk dryshod over the entire

A general review of the high grade 


petroleum fields east of the Missis- 
sippi river, show that the work un- 
der way is mostly to a large extent- 
located in what is known as proven 
territory. 
But little change in con- 


ditions is expected much before the 
latter part of April, unless weather 
conditions permit earlier than form- 
er seasons. The wildcatter is hold- 
ing off development work until the 
roads are in better condition, but 
when th& pood weather and proper 
rime does come, work will start with 
a r.i*h. 
Kor some time the roads 


have been in an almost impassable 
condition, which has placed an em- 
bargo on a continuance of the activ- 
ity that has prevailed all through 


winter months. 
In all the well 


known high, grade fields there 
is 


enough undeveloped territory, with, 
t!io many nmirilled inside locations 
to keep the drill at work for years 
to eorae, but u is next, to impossible 
to get 5ht> necessary material and 
machinei-v to the desired locations. 


In eertam localities of Indiana, 


Ohio, Kentucky, West Virginia aftd 
Peiinsvlvania, where nothing better 
than light pumpers can be hoped for 
the cost, in hauling has be»n so iarge- 
Iv increased on account of toad roads 
that .operators have decided to sus- 
pend operations rather than stand the 
additional cost. 
Possibly by 
the 


first of May. when conditions 
are 


moie faiorahle, the^e will -be an im- 
mediate resumption of field 
work, 


and there will be livel> times in all 
the fields east of the big river, unless 
something develops between now and 
the alloted time to pat the great in- 
dustry backward. 
There is 
much 


new territory to be yjfid ojjt and if 
the experiment brings as good re- 
sults as the year of 190S, new pools 
will be discovered ajid there will be 
no lack- of Interest. In all the fields 
theiv is a largre acreage that may 
furnish serve strictly new producing 
torritorj.
